THE PAINS OF PROGRESS 

This article is going to be 
a salute to you Sierra Ma- 
dreans who have suffered 
in silence through construc¬ 
tion projects in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. North Baldwin and 
Lima for street reconstruc¬ 
tion, storm drains and 
sewers; water lines and' gas 
lines; Grand View, Carter, 
Lima Street, and Skyland 
Drive during debris basin 
cleanout. Occasionally the 
telephone at the City Hall 
does ring with an irate citi¬ 
zens but the percentage is 
extremely low. 

Next time you drive down 
some street and it is blocked 
to allow for installation of 
a sewer line ,a new gas or 
water line or reconstruction 
of the street, think in terms 
of growth and development 
and not in terms of interrup¬ 
tion of personal conven¬ 
ience. Progress and transi¬ 
tion are painful. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre is one of the oldest 
towns in San Gabriel Valley 
and in many ways it was 
not designed for what we 
moderns feel we need and 
desire. New low cars empha¬ 
size the need for better 
streets (without deep gut¬ 
ters), garbage disposals, the 
need for sewers, additional 
population the need for 
larger water lines and more 
water reservoirs. 

This doesn’t mean that 
you must always suffer in 
silence, for often the condi¬ 
tion can be helped if it is 
brought to the attention of 
the city hall. Your sugges¬ 
tions will be given consider¬ 
ation and they sometimes 
point up a solution that 
hasn’t been considered. 

While following this pro¬ 
gress idea it would be well 
if some of us would pause 
and! look back at Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. Many of us don’t think 
of Sierra Madre as a “growth 
town,” but from 1950 to 
1960 it increased over 50 per 
cent in population and while 
growth is slowing down, 
population projections indi¬ 
cate it will increase another 
50 per cent to 15,000 people 
plus, in the next 20 years. 

Compare the new swim¬ 
ming pool with the old can¬ 
yon pool (bet many of you 
unheated, overcrowded, no 
don’t even remember the 
parking place pool), the new 
library with the old build¬ 
ing (remember Lulu Moore 
and the old frame building), 
the sewers which now serve 
almost half of the resi¬ 
dences, the storm drains 
which protect Auburn, Lima 
and Baldwin from severe 
damage such as was exper¬ 
ienced in the past and the 
much more attractive busi¬ 
ness district with its new 
buildings and modern street 
lights. 

Sierra Mad're is different 
and quiet and in some ways 
quaint, but this doesn’t 
mean it cannot meet the fu¬ 
ture with many of the mod¬ 
ern and convenient facili¬ 
ties. 

Next time you see the dirt 
flying, don’t consider it as a 
personal inconvenience but
